EGYPTIAN POLITICS. 


THE PARTY OF THE PROPLE- 


A correspondent writes from Cairo under 
date of the 28rd inst. :— “Ahmed Loutfi 
Bey’s letter which appeared in last night's 
“Gazette” exhibits « strange confusion of 
ideas such as only might be expected from 
the man who so lamely defended the Densha- 
wai prisoners. The words used in his pro 
gramme are El istiglal et tam. Istiglal means 
indeptndence veither more nor less, whilst 
tam signifies complete, perfect, entire, whole.
